Old Business

State Team Membership Update

Ms. Bracy reported one vacant seat for the Academy of Family Physicians. Ms. Bracy also welcomed newly
appointed members Christina Cochran representing the Pediatric Emergency Specialist position, District
Attorney Brain McVeigh (7" Judicial Circuit) representing the District Attorney Association, and
Commissioner Lynn Beshear representing the Department of Mental Health.

Operational Updates

ACDRS 2013 Annual Report

Case Status and Team Performance Report

Ms. Bracy provided an overview of the local review process and reported on the team activity and performance
for 2013 with a 79% case completion rate of 268 qualifying cases. Year 2014 has a 43% case completion rate
with 114 cases completed. Year 2015 has 275 qualifying cases in which 35 have been reviewed.

2017 Biennial Training Conference

The Biennial Training Conference will be held at Perdido Beach Resort in Orange Beach on September 12-14,
2017. The agenda and training details are currently being finalized and that information will be sent out soon.

Teen Driver Safety Summits

Ms. Joshlynn Edwards reported on the locations and dates for the 2017 #UrKeys2Drv events. Ms. Edwards also
reported on the number of schools registered for the Selma and Daphne events as well as format of each of these
events.

CPS Clinics

Ms. Edwards reported on the child passenger safety clinics held at five fitting stations throughout the state.
Eligible families will continue to receive free child restraints and will be provided education on proper
installation by CPS technicians. Ms. Edwards also mentioned that CPS certification training will be held in
October for interested department staff members.

He also reported that no
data is available in the US for the effectiveness on the boxes but states distributing the boxes will continue to do
a follow-up. Rev. Godfrey inquired about the possibility of getting data where alcohol was involved in child
death.
